WASHINGTON, March 20—(IN S)—Col. David MacDonald, 
who was with the British Eighth army when it chased Rommel’» 
Afrika corps across the north African desert into Tunisia today 
declared that German prisoners are not so confident now as they 
were a year ago while the Italians are 'fed up wdth the war and 
quite happy to surrender ” 
According to Col. MacDonald, who headed a group of 26 
British cameramen who recorded the advance and retreat of 
Rommel’s forces, the German.s and Italians left 20,000 dead in the 
desert. 
He also estimated that Rommel’s retreat cost him 1,000 
planes and at least 400 tanks. 
Prisoners totaled many thousands more. 
"The Germans in their flight took away the transport, am­ 
munition and food of five Italian divisions and left them stranded 
in the south desert,” MacDonald said in an interview. “The Italians 
surrendered. 
One of Mussolini’s divisions generally has about 
9,000 men in it.

"The German prisoners todav are very different than a year 
ago. They are not nearly so sure of themselves. The Italians are 
v r y definitely fed up with the war. 
They are quite happy to 
surrender." 
MacDonald and his cameramen took 200,000 feet of film the 
months they were in the desert. 
From it was pieced together the 
British film "Desert Victory." 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
thought it was so good that he sent MacDonald to this country 
with it for a special white house showing for President Roosevelt. 
It will be shown soon to selected audiences of war workers in 
New York, Chicago and Los Angeles, and later to other defense 
plant employes throughout the nation to show how American- 
built tanks and planes helped the English defeat Rommel. 
MacDonald is not worried about the outcome of the battle of 
north Africa if equipment is available. 
"Man for man, American and British soldiers are better 
fighters than the Germans or the Italians,” he said. 
“All they 
need is plenty of equipment.”

R ationing To 
B e Elim inated 
Tractor fuel will be eliminated 
from the rationing program in two 
or three months, John Ainlay, Ne­ 
braska motor fuel chief and presi­ 
dent of the North American Gaso­ 
line Tax administrators, declared 
Saturday following his conference 
with OPA officials in Washington 
D. C. 
There has been no curtailment 
of tractor fuel, but it has been 
necessary to have coupons 
in 
order to obtain it, Ainlay went on, 
"The OPA officials conceded 
that the purpose of the program, 
the control of gasoline, had not 
been achieved by tractor fuel ra­ 
tioning, because the same coupons 
may be used for both gasoline 
and tractor fuel," Ainlay con­ 
tinued. 
In Nebraska alone, where dur­ 
ing 1942 the farmers used 70 mil­ 
lion gallons of tractor fuel, it 
takes between 30,000 and 40,000 
working days to administer the 
rationing program, Ainlay con­ 
tinued.

The army is training one mil­ 
lion men in a sp ecial w ar p rogram 
and these men offer a new front 
for Christian education. Dr. Gould 
Wickey, executive secretary of Uie 
National Conference of Church- 
Related Colleges and executive 
secretary of the United LuUteran 
church, Washington, D. C., said as 
he addressed a meeting of Ne­ 
braska college p residents Satur­ 
day morning at the Y. M, C. A. 
“The men coming into colleges 
for w ar training give resident 
p astor* an op p ortunity to counsel 
and advise them, and to carry out 
the full p ossibilities of the church’s 
call to Christian teachers,” Dr.
